2. This Court has jurisdiction over this action pursuant to 5 U.S.C. §552(a)(4)(B) 

3 . Newsletter is a periodic publication of the Peter S. Merrick, P. A, ["Herrick"] 
law firm. 

4. Customs is an agency of the United States. 

5 . In a letter of January 7, 2007, Herrick, on behalf of Newsletter, pursuant to the 
FOIA, requested Customs to provide the names and addresses of companies who are the 
subject of Customs' Beef Hormone Implementation Directive for the period July I, 2007 
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through December 3 1 , 2007.. 

6. There has been no response to this request. 

7. A FOIA appeal for railing to respond to this request was filed with Customs 
by Herri ck on behalf of the Newsletter on February 8, 2007. 

8. There has been no response to the FOIA appeal. 

9. The 20 day response period and the 20 day appeal period have expired. 

1 0. Newsletter has exhausted its administrative remedies as provided by 5 U . S .C. 



WHEREFORE, plaintiff respectfully requests the Court: 

1 . To take jurisdiction of this cause of action; 

2. To order Customs to immediately release the requested records to Herrick; 

and, 

3. To grant such other and further relief as the Court may deem proper and just 
including attorney fees and costs.
